5. Claims 1, and 3-26 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
comprises a data slicer comprising a comparator, a waveform generator, a pulse extension 
device, a charge pump, a determining circuit, and a feedback device. The closest prior art, Kwag 
et al. (US 2004/0042368), Ang,(US 6,424,630), and Hung et al. (US 2004/0141450), in 
combination, disclose a similar system but fails to disclose a multiplexer coupled to the 
comparator, the waveform generator and the pulse extension device for selectively outputting a 
sliced signal or a calibration signal to the pulse extension device. The distinct feature has been 
added to independent claim 1, therefore, rendering them allowable.
